Students Give Pass/Fail 
System A Mixed Mark

Unhappy with conventional 
grading systems, college facul- 
ties and student leaders on some 
campuses have pressed for and 
gained certain changes, notably 
the pass/fail system. 

This means that instead oflet- 
ter grades students receive only 


- a ‘**passed”’ or ‘‘failed’’ notation 


for specified courses, 

The purpose is to encourage 
students to broaden their aca- 
demic experience by exposing 
themselves to classes and sub- 
jects which they wouldn’t other- 
wise take -- either because of 
having less talent in that area or 
for lack of time to study 
hard enough to earn a creditable 
grade. 

Pass/fail holds strong appeal, 
but it also presents several prob- 
lems; : 

Although it abolishes A’s, B’s 
and C’s, it keeps the worst part 
of the grading system -- the ob- 
jectionable F that is never erased 
from a student’s record.

At most colleges pass/fail isa 
piecemeal reform. By applying 
only to certain courses, it chang- 
es a student’s own sense of pri- 
orities. 

Under a uniform grading sys- 
tem -- in whichall courses carry 
letter grades, orallare pass/fail 
courses -- a busy student, in 
scheduling his study time, will 
work first on the courses he con- 
siders most important. 

But another element is added 
when some courses are pass/ 
fail and others used the old A- 
through-F method. The student 
pressed for time will invariably 
give priority tothe gradedcours- 
es. Regardless of which courses 


he finds most meaningful, the. 


graded ones will get first atten- 
tion because they most seriously 
affect his academic record. 

The result? Instructors of 
pass/fail courses conclude that 
students don’t work as hard inthe 
absence of grades, .

Public Library, revealed that 
the staff of the main library 
across the street from the Sum- 
mer St. Campus, has discovered 
that some important periodicals, 
pages from reference books, and 
collections of periodicals are 
missing. Virginia Bernard, ref- 
erence librarian, pointed out that 
in some cases a whole section of 
Moody’s Financial Reports was 
removed from the library. 


Because the missing material 
seems to be related to class as- 
signments given to students at 
Northern Essex, indications are 
that our students are involved in 
the removal of the library ma- 
terials.

Vigeant explained that he 
understands that under the pres- 
sure of assignment deadlines, a 
student might take a page from a 
periodical to save copying time, 
but cutting out a page displays 
a lack of respect for the other 
people who use the library’s 
facilities.

We Care Enough To Sere The Very Best 
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A survey of current laws 
against the use of marijuana 
might lead one to believe that the 
pot smoker is a dangerous crim- 
inal and a menace to society. For 
example, in Michigan the mini- 
mum sentence for possessing the 
weed is twenty years. This is 
twenty times greater than the 
minimum sentences for rape, 
robbery, kidnapping, or second 
degree murder. A California 
woman was recently sentenced to 
sterilization for being in the same 
room with a person who was 
smoking pot. In North Dakota the 
penalty for a first conviction of 
possession of the drug is 99 
years, and in Louisiana an adult 
caught selling to aminor may re- 
ceive the death penalty. 

Anti-marijuana forces may ar- 
gue that these penalties are jus- 
tified, but reliable scientific re- 
search has not supported this 
claim, Furthermore, these laws 
have recently come under attack 
on constitutional grounds. 

In the 1930’s, in an atmos- 
phere of fear, our present mari- 
juana laws were adopted. The 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics, un- 
der the leadership of Mr. 
Anslinger held that marijuana 
was adangerous drug which caus- 
ed its users to commit crimes of 
violence and led to insanity. 

The Marijuana Tax Act of 1937 
was stampeded through Congress 
with almost no debate and result- 
ed in ‘‘a law unique in all Amer- 
ican history in the extent to which 
it is based on sheer ignorance 
and misinformation.’’ At the Con- 
gressional hearings no medical, 
scientific, or sociological evi- 
dence was sought or heard. 

Much of the research done with 
marijuana has produced uncer- 
tain results. In an experiment 
done at the Addiction Research 
Center in Lexington, Kentucky, 
large doses of THC produced 
psychotic reactions in former 
opium addicts recruited from a 
prison. ‘‘The only legitimate con- 
clusion is that unusually high 
doses of a compound that may or 
may not reproduce the effects of 
marijuana cause acute psychotic 
reactions in former opium ad- 
dicts.”’ 

Doctors Zinberg and Wiel ex- 
perimented with the effects of 
marijuana on humans last year 
at Boston University ‘‘to col- 
lect some long overdue pharma- 
cological data.’’ Ina well-design- 
ed experiment, they collected

data about both the physiological 
and psychological effects of 
smoking the drug. 

The doctors found that, except 
for a moderate increase in the 
heart rate and reddening of the 
whites of the eyes, marijuana had 
no effect on the body. ‘‘The sig- 
nificance of this near absence of 
physical effects is twofold. First 
it demonstrates once again the 
uniqueness of hemp among psy- 
choactive drugs, most of which 
affect the body as well as the 
mind ... Second, it makes it un- 
likely that marijuana has any 
seriously detrimental physical 
effects in either short-term or 
long-term range. 

Psychologically, the effects of 
the drug proved much harder to 
test. ‘*‘The great mystery about 
marijuana seems to be the enor- 
mous discrepancy between its 
subjective and objective mental 
effects. Persons who smoke the 
drug experience great changes in 
their consciousness, but they 
seem to have nothing to show for 
it . ..Noone has shown any spec- 
ific way in which a person, high 
on marijuana, is different from 
one who is not.” 

Their research showed that 
getting high is a learned experi- 
ence; users learn to compensate 
100% for the ‘‘non-specific ad- 
verse effects of ordinary doses 
of marijuana on ordinary psy- 
chological performance,’’ and 
**set and setting’’ are at least as 
important asthe pharmacological 
effects of the drug. ‘‘Set’’ is an 
individual’s expectations of what 
the drug will do and ‘‘setting”’ 
is the total environment (phys- 
ical and social) in which the drug 
is taken. The set-setting theory 
may explain why first time smok- 
ers often don’t get high. 


“One of the results of not hav- 
ing any real information on the 
drug for all these years has been 
the development of a vicious cir- 
cle in which administrators of 
scientific and government insti- 
tutions feel that marijuana is 
dangerous. Because it isdanger- 
ous they are reluctant to allow 
work to be done on it. Because 
no work is done on it, people con- 
tinue to think of it as dangerous.’’ 


Scientifically the present laws 
against marijuana are un- 
founded - our mental institutions 
have not been filled with its 
users. Constitutionally they may 
also be unfounded. Recently the

Supreme Court released Dr. 
Timothy Leary after finding two 
sections of the Marijuana Tax 
Act unconstitutional. 


Another legal challenge has 
been raised by attorney Joseph 
Oteri in the defense of two Bos- 
ton University students, He con- 
tends that the marijuana laws 
are a violation of the equal pro- 
tections clause of tne constitu- 
tion; if marijuana is less harm- 
ful than alcohol, it may not be 
outlawed unless alcohol is out- 
lawed also. He also argues that 
pot is wrongly classified as a 
narcotic drug. ‘‘This is not mere 
hair splitting. It is impossible, 
under law, to hang a man for mur- 


der if his actual crime is steal- 
ing hubcaps; it should be equally 
impossible to convict him of pos- 
session of a narcotic if he was 
not in possession of a narcotic 
but of a drug belonging to an en- 
tirely different family.’ 

Another challenge is based on 
the prohibition by the Constitu- 
tion of ‘‘cruel and unusual’’ pun- 
ishment. A law can be struck 
down if the punishment it re- 
quires are cruel and unusual in 
comparison to similar laws in 
the same state. 


“There is also the ‘zone of 
privacy’ argument, originally 
stated in a Connecticut birth- 
control decision and more re- 


cently invoked by the Kentucky 
Supreme Court in striking down 
a local (Barbourville, Ky.) or- 
dinance making it a crime to 
smoke TOBACCO cigarettes. The 
court ruled that ‘The city... 
may not unreasonably interfere 
with the right of the citizen to 
dtermine for himself such per- 
sonal matters,’ ” 


The marijuana laws are vul- 
nerable to scientific and consti- 
tutional attack. Bad law does not 
foster respect for law, as the 
prohibiton period should have 
taught us. More rational laws 
that allow the individual to make 
his own moral decisions are 
needed,

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| Notes on Transfer 


RECOMMENDATION GUIDELINE FOR THE STUDENT 

Three recommendations are considered sufficient for placement 
and college transfer purposes, and at least two of these should be 
obtained from faculty members who are teaching in the academic 
program that you are registered. Another source could be a faculty 
or staff member who worked closely with you in such college activi- 
ties as; sports, dramatics, student publications, etc. 

If you have been employed for a reasonable length of time your 
employer is also an excellent reference. Recommendations from 
friends, next door neighbors, and relatives are usually considered 
to be biased by employers and admissions people. 

Your reference will usually consist of statements regarding: moti- 
vation, drive, intelligence, creativity, willingness to learn, respon- 
sibility, ability to communicate and to work with faculty, employer, 
and peer groups. 

When you ask for a person to write a letter of recommendation 
it will be extremely helpful for the reference person to know what 
your plans are, Are you a candidate for employment or college 
transfer? What type of a position are you seeking, or what college(s) 
are you applying to? What will your major field of study be? 

Please be advised that your faculty advisor and the counseling 
office are available to assist you in developing your educational and 
vocational goals. : 


STEP BY STEP PROCESS OF TRANSFER 


1, SENIOR STUDENT INFORMATION FORM, 

a. Complete and return to Counseling Office, 

b. Fill in all courses and teachers, starring the teacher whom 
you feel knows you best. 


2. APPLICATION FORM, 
Complete and send to four year college(s) of your choice. 
State College application forms can be obtained from the individual 
colleges, 


3. HIGH SCHOOL TRANSCRIPT, 
Go to high school personally and request that a transcript be 
sent to the college(s) to which you are applying. 


4. S,A.T, SCORES. 
Write directly to Princeton, N,J, and request that college board 
scores be sent to colleges to which you are applying. 


5. NORTHERN ESSEX TRANSCRIPT, 
Go to Business Office, Room 1, for transcript request form, 
The first transcript request is free. There is a $1 fee for each 
additional transcript. 


6. TEACHER RECOMMENDATION FORM, 

Take the Teacher Recommendation Form to the teacher whom 
you feel is best qualified to write a recommendation for you. Ask 
the teacher to fill out the form and return it to the Counseling 
Department in a sealed envelope. Transfer to a four-year college 
will not be complete until this recommendation form is received 
by us. You must take the responsibility for getting this done by 
the teacher. 


7. INDIVIDUAL APPOINTMENTS, 

Individual appointments are suggested for those students who 
are uncertain about where to transfer or in any other way confused 
about the general transfer process. Appointments may be made with 
one of the counselors,

Frank Leary is afacultymem- 
ber with aunique background 
which led him to Northern Essex, 

He was an active member of 
the business community for 8 
years as New England salesman 
for General Mills. As his career 
progressed, he found that he en- 
joyed teaching sales procedures 
more than sales itself. Therefore 
he became aware of the possibil- 
ities of a career in education. 


He brings to his teaching job 
an in-depth knowledge of the real 
world of business and calls on 
his past experiences to help him 
in the classroom, His past ex- 
perience in business aids him 
in providing a better learning 
structure for his students. 

When asked what he enjoyed 
most about teaching, he stated 
that he felt that instilling moti- 
vation in as many students as he 
could possibly reach gave him 
the greatest feeling of accom- 
plishment. 


So many young people do not 
have a goal and are lost in the 
complex world of marks, job 
and social life that they feel 
confused. They must have a will- 
ingness to pay the price that 
effort demands, and they have 
to keep a sense of humor about 
their mistakes, 

Students’ inability to communi- 
cate stem from their inability 
to accept failure as part of life. In 
the classroom they are afraid 
to speak up, because they may 
be wrong -- in ‘the past during 
their secondary education they 
may have been ridiculed for er- 
rors. 


‘My policy in the classroom 
is to create an atmosphere where 
the student can be at ease,’’ said 
Leary. ‘‘I make him aware that 
I am human, not a demagogue, 
capable of mistakes that I can 
laugh at,’’ continued Frank. 

“T am only an average man 
myself although I am active in 
many fields. I understand the 
dilemma of the average student 
who isn’t good enough for schol- 
arships or deviant enough for 
help. American educational sys- 
tems have left one of their most 
important resources to flounder 
for himself. I believe that insti- 
tutions are correct in rewarding 
the scholastic achiever and is 
also justified in their attempts 
to salvage the needy, but, I would 
encourage our institutions to re- 
member that middle class Amer- 
ica on the norm is not affluent 
enough to sponsor all their pro- 
tege and realistically need help. 
The figures established for the 
cut off for financial aid are no 
longer realistic. Fortunately 
there are institutions like North- 
ern Essex where a student can 
invest in his future at a very low 
premium. It also provides a place 
where the immature can or cannot 
mature, but, at least they have a 
place, which large universities 
will not afford them.’’ 

“T think I will remain in the 
community college system for it 
is a sound investment in the 
future.’’

This may or 
may not be true, but it is im- 
possible to tell under conditions 
of piecemeal reform, in which 
some courses are graded and 
others are not, 

Instead of pass/fail, why not 
implement an A/B/C no credit 
system? 

Under A/B/C no credit, a stu- 
dent doing less than C work 
would simply receive no credit. 
His transcript would not even 
mention that he took the course. 
This in contrast to receiving an 
F, Which -- even if he later re- 
peats the course and does well 
--continues to weigh against the 
student’s academic average. 

The A/B/C no credit plan of- 
fers several advantages; 

It could be implemented on a 


university-wide basis, applying 


equally to all courses. A uni- 
form grading system would re- 
place the hodgepodge mixture of 
pass/fail and A-through-F sys- 
tems found on many campuses. 

The useless concept of fail- 
ure--with its leaden baggage of 
pressure, fear, and disappoint- 
ment--would be thrown out. 

The somewhat meaningful dis- 
tinctions of A/B/C--which par- 
ents, employers, and graduate 
schools appear to demand--would 
be retained. 

By allowing students to venture 
outside their major fields with- 
out fear of disaster, A/B/C--no 
credit would incorporate the chief 
advantage of pass/fail systems, 

Supporters of the failure con- 
cept claim it pressures students 
to do better. But any such ‘‘ad- 
vantage’’ is more than offset by 
the damage of fear, negative 
labeling, and destructive compe- 
tition, 

Would an A/B/C no-credit sys- 
tem lower academic standards? 

Under the present system many 
professors--knowing the perma- 
nent blot an F leaves--hedge a 
bit in giving out grades, allowing 
underachieving students the 
**benefit of the doubt.’’ Under an 
A/B/C no credit system, the in- 
structor could actually enforce 
higher standards for course 
work, 

Failure would not mean a per- 
manent blot from which the pro- 
fessor tried to protect the un- 
deserving student. It would re- 
sult in no grade at all, no record 
of a student’s having taken a 
course, 

Of course, with failures and 
D’s eliminated, colleges would 
have to devise other ways to 
flunk out unwanted students, or 
else keep all students admitted, 
regardless of their progress. 

Perhaps colleges could require 
that--to remain in school--a stu- 
dent must earn a specified num- 
ber of course credits in a given 
period of time.
